The decoration on this elegant brush pot depicts a group of scholars 
in a bucolic setting accompanied by servants. One scholar sits at a table 
in a pavilion under a pine tree with brush in hand inscribing a scroll. 
On his right is a brush pot containing auspicious objects. Two more 
scholars approach the pavilion along a rocky path above a flowing 
mountain stream — one scholar rests his hands on the shoulders of the 
gentleman in front of him, presumably for stability. A further scholar 
sits on the banks of the stream, resting on a rock, while an acolyte 
stands beside him holding a brush and scroll. Further around the sides 
of the brush pot four more figures process along a rocky ledge. A 
scholar carrying a scroll is followed by a servant carrying a wrapped gin. 
Behind this figure is a gentleman dressed as an official, who is, in turn, 
followed by an elderly man carrying two cups on a tray. On a further 
rocky ledge another servant is depicted carrying three cups on a tray. 
On a larger flat area four wine jars stand under a plantain and a scholar 
stands watching two servants, one of whom appears to be offering a 
tray with three cups. Behind this servant is a zun-shaped vessel. These 
vignettes within the rocky landscape are set against a background of 
a bamboo forest, in which individual stems of bamboo provide very 


effective frames for reticulation. 


The figures depicted on the brush pot are the Seven Sages of the 
Bamboo Grove, sometimes known as the Seven Worthies. The 
Seven Sages of the Bamboo Grove (Zhulin qixian 41M E E ) were 
supposedly 3rd century literary recluses, who in a period of political 
strictures and social injustice emerged to advocate freedom and spiritual 
independence. The period of some 400 years following the fall of the 
Han dynasty in AD 220 was one of political and social chaos, and the 
Seven Sages became famous for their reactions to the world in which 
they found themselves — rejecting certain aspects of both Confucian 
and Daoist teaching. Stories about the Seven Sages and others of 
similar mind are recorded by Liu Yiqing 21% (AD 403-44) in the 
Shishuo xinyu TH

now in Henan province. While the Seven Sages attempted to remove 
themselves from politics and concentrate on leisure activities such as 
music and poetry, as well as philosophical discussion with those of like 
mind, they were also known for their prodigious consumption of wine. 
They became symbols of the struggle of scholars against corrupt court 
politics, dynastic usurpation, restrictive Confucian rules of propriety, 
and magical Daoism. Thus, in the 17th century they became models 
for the Ming dynasty yimin (3& ES leftover subjects) and were popular 
subjects in the arts of both China and Japan thereafter. 


The group was composed of Xi Kang HEES AD 223-262, Liu Ling 2(4 
c. AD 221-c. 300, Ruan Ji 阮籍 AD 210-263, Ruan Xian [ük AD 230- 
281, Xiang Xiu HJJ AD 228-281, Wang Rong EF, AD 234-305 and 
Shan Tao [Lim AD 205-285. Xi Kang, also known as Ji Kang, is often 
considered the leader of the group, and the bamboo grove in which 
the group met was reportedly near his home. In addition to being a 
philosopher and author, Xi Kang was a skilled exponent of the gugin rH 
= and composed music for that instrument. Having defended a friend 
against false charges, and fallen foul of Zhong Hui — a follower of the 
Sima clan, Xi Kang was sentenced to death by Sima Zhao. Just before 
Xi Kang’s execution, he asked for his qin and played the masterpiece 
known as Guangling san ESN , but left no record of the melody. On 
the current brush pot Xi Kang is depicted as the scholar followed by a 


servant carrying a gin in a cloth bag. 


While it is not possible positively to identify each of the members of 
the group with a specific figure on this jade brush pot, the lapidary has 
very skilfully captured the spirit and leisure activities of these remarkable 
scholars from China’s ancient past. The accoutrements depicted on the 
jade brush pot all relate to writing, music and drinking wine. Each of 
the Seven Sages had both literary and musical talents, and they met 
to discuss problems and how they could behave in a sincere way and 
avoid co-operation with their rulers. On the one hand they satirised 
social inequity in their writings and behaviour, while on the other they 
behaved in rather eccentric ways in order to avoid being executed. This 
latter ploy was not always successful. However, their free-thinking and 


independence inspired men of culture for generations. 


The current brush pot belongs to the prestigious group of jade brush 
pots carved in the second half of the Qianlong reign. Although the 
early part of the 18th century saw a shortage of jade stone arriving at 
the court ateliers, the successful campaigns against the tribes of Yutian 
(modern Xinjiang province) in 1760, the middle of the Qianlong reign, 
presaged a new era, when significant quantities of good quality nephrite 
jade were sent to the court as tribute. As Ming Wilson has noted (Chinese 
Jades,V&A Publications, London, 2004, p. 48), this ready supply of high- 
quality jade stone ushered in a golden age of jade production. One 
of the developments in jade carving to be particularly encouraged by 
the Qianlong emperor was that of huayi or carving jade to produce 
a picture. As a painter might use his brush and ink to create a two- 
dimensional picture, particularly a landscape, on paper or silk, so the 
skilled lapidary could use his tools to create a three-dimensional picture 
in jade. This required even greater skill when applied to a cylindrical 


object and was combined with reticulation, as on the current brush pot.

The production of Buddhist statuary, ritual objects, 
vessels and other implements became widespread 
as Buddhism flourished during the Qing dynasty, 
and was encouraged by the devotion of the 

Kangxi, Yongzheng and Qianlong emperors and 
their successors. Several examples of jade buddhas 
produced around this period are known. 

A smaller (13.6 cm.) white jade seated Buddha 
dated to the mid-Qing dynasty, in the collection 

of the Palace Museum, Beijing, illustrated by Yang

Apart from Mughal-style jade vessels inlaid with 
material such as gold, glass or precious stones, it is 
very rare to find a Chinese jade vessel inset with other 
forms of material. However, several examples of jade 
ruyi sceptres inlaid with other hardstones are known. 
An imperial white jade ruyi sceptre embellished with 
various hardstones including pink tourmaline, coral,

On the front of the current vessel, the different shades 
of pink reflected in the tourmaline simulate the delicate 
petals of prunus flowers. As prunus blossoms in 

winter, the flower symbolises perseverance and purity, 
heralding the arrival of Spring. On the other side of 

the vase, the evergreen plant Rhodea Japonica, known 
as wannianging in Chinese, is depicted with spinach 
green jade mimicking its dark green leaves and pink 
tourmaline representing its bright red berries. The name 
wannianging literally means 'green for ten thousand 
years', and is emblematic of eternal prosperity and 
longevity.

Parfumiers were not only used for fragrance but were also used 
to repel insects. Reticulated perfume-holders, commonly made 
of other materials such as bamboo, were filled with camphor 
or other insect repellents and placed among cloth or quilts to 
protect them from moths. Compare the present parfumier to

Buddhist altar ornaments were made in a variety of materials such as 
porcelain, precious woods and cloisonné enamel, and complete sets 

can be found in various Lamaist temples including those in the precincts 
of the Forbidden City, Beijing, and in the Summer Palace in Chenode. 

It is exceptionally rare to find a full set of the Eight Buddhist Emblems, 
Bajixiang, formed entirely of Jade but several significant examples 
constructed from a combination of jade and other materials are known. 


A complete set of both the Eight Buddhist Emblems and the Seven Royal 
Treasures, Qizhenbao, carved from spinach-green jade supported on 
elaborate inlaid zitan stands are in the collection of the Palace Museum, 
Beijing, illustrated in The Complete Collection of Treasures of the Palace 
Museum, Jadeware (111), Hong Kong, 1995, pp. 138-140, no. 114 and 
pp. 142-144, no. 116. A very rare set of seven imperial cloisonné enamel 
bronze and white jade altar emblems, dating to the Qianlong period, 
was sold at Christies Hong Kong, 3 December 2008, lot 2601. While this 
set included three of the Seven Treasures and four of the Eight Buddhist 
Emblems they are similar to the present set in their columnar form, 
elaborate decoration, and incorporation of white jade. 


A number of sets of the Seven Treasures were included in A Special 
Exhibition of Buddhist Gilt Votive Objects, National Palace Museum, 
Taipei, 1995. A set, also carved from spinach jade, is illustrated in the 
Catalogue, no. 24; compare also nos. 22 and 23 made from gilt-copper; 
no. 25 of gilt-copper and champlevé enamel; and nos. 26 and 27, inlaid 
with semi-precious stones. 


An official Court portrait of the Kangxi emperor (1662-1722) in his 

later years, depicts the elderly monarch holding a string of beads, 

seated behind at a low table arranged with a complete set of the Eight 
Emblems. See Court Paintings of the Qing Dynasty of the Collection in 
the Palace Museum, Beijing, 1992, pl. 14. This gives an intriguing insight 
into how these emblems were used at the Imperial court.

If no bid is made at that level, the auctioneer 
may decide to go backwards at his or her sole option 
until a bid is made, and then continue up from that 
amount. In the event that there are no bids on a lot, 
the auctioneer may deem such lot unsold. 


6 BIDINCREMENTS 

Bidding generally starts below the low estimate and 
increases in steps (bid increments). The auctioneer 
will decide at his or her sole option where the 
bidding should start and the bid increments. The 
usual bid increments are shown for guidance only on 
the Written Bid Form at the back of this catalogue. 


7 CURRENCY CONVERTER

any rate of exchange used by Christie's. Christie's is 
not responsible for any error (human or otherwise), 
omission or breakdown in providing these services. 


8 SUCCESSFUL BIDS 

Unless the auctioneer decides to use his or her 
discretion as set out in paragraph C3 above, when 
the auctioneer's hammer strikes, we have accepted 
the last bid. This means a contract for sale has been 
formed between the seller and the successful bidder. 
We will issue an invoice only to the registered bidder 
who made the successful bid. While we send out 
invoices by post and/or email after the auction, we 
do not accept responsibility for telling you whether 
or not your bid was successful. If you have bid by 
written bid, you should contact us by telephone or in 
person as soon as possible after the auction to get 
details of the outcome of your bid to avoid having to 
pay unnecessary storage charges. 


9 LOCAL BIDDING LAWS 

You agree that when bidding in any of our sales 
that you will strictly comply with all local laws and 
regulations in force at the time of the sale for the 
relevant sale site. 


D THE BUYER’S PREMIUM, TAXES 

1 THE BUYER'S PREMIUM 

In addition to the hammer price, the successful 
bidder agrees to pay us a buyer’s premium on 
the hammer price of each lot sold. On all lots 
we charge 25% of the hammer price up to and 
including HK$5,000,000, 20% on that part of the 
hammer price over HK$5,000,000 and up to and 
including HK$50,000,000, and 14.5% of that part of 
the hammer price above HK$50,000,000. 


2 TAXES 

The successful bidder is responsible for any applicable 
tax including any VAT, sales or compensating use 
tax or equivalent tax wherever such taxes may arise 
on the hammer price and the buyer's premium.

The 
seller gives no warranty in relation to any lot other 
than as set out above and, as far as the seller is 
allowed by law, all warranties from the seller to you, 
and all other obligations upon the seller which may 
be added to this agreement by law, are excluded. 


2 OUR AUTHENTICITY WARRANTY 

We warrant, subject to the terms below, that the 
lots in our sales are authentic (our "authenticity 
warranty‘). If, within 5 years of the date of the 
auction, you give notice to us that your lot is not 
authentic, subject to the terms below, we will refund 
the purchase price paid by you. The meaning 
of authentic can be found in the glossary at the 
end of these Conditions of Sale. The terms of the 
authenticity warranty are as follows: 

(a) It will be honoured for claims notified within a 
period of 5 years from the date of the auction. After 
such time, we will not be obligated to honour the 
authenticity warranty. 

(b) It is given only for information shown in 
UPPERCASE type in the first line of the catalogue 
description (the “Heading”). It does not apply to 
any information other than in the Heading, even if 
shown in UPPERCASE type. 

(c) The authenticity warranty does not apply to any 
Heading or part of a Heading which is qualified. 
Qualified means limited by a clarification in a lot's 
catalogue description or by the use in a Heading 
of one of the terms listed in the section titled 
Qualified Headings on the page of the catalogue 
headed "Important Notices and Explanation of 
Cataloguing Practice".

(ii) at Christie's option, we may require you to provide 
the written opinions of two recognized experts in 
the field of the lot mutually agreed by you and us in 
advance confirming that the lot is not authentic. If 
we have any doubts, we reserve the right to obtain 
additional opinions at our expense; and 

(iii) return the lot at your expense to the saleroom 
from which you bought it in the condition it was in 
at the time of sale. 

(i) Your only right under this authenticity warranty 
is to cancel the sale and receive a refund of the 
purchase price paid by you to us. We will not, in any 
circumstances, be required to pay you more than 
the purchase price nor will we be liable for any loss 
of profits or business, loss of opportunity or value, 
expected savings or interest, costs, damages, other 
damages or expenses. 

() Books. Where the lot is a book, we give an 
additional warranty for 14 days from the date of the 
sale that if on collation any lot is defective in text 
or illustration, we will refund your purchase price, 
subject to the following terms: 
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(a) This additional warranty does not apply to: 

(i) the absence of blanks, half titles, tissue guards 
or advertisements, damage in respect of bindings, 
stains, spotting, marginal tears or other defects not 
affecting completeness of the text or illustration; 

(ii) drawings, autographs, letters or manuscripts, 
signed photographs, music, atlases, maps or 
periodicals; 

(iii) books not identified by title; 

(iv) lots sold without a printed estimate; 

(v) books which are described in the catalogue as 
sold not subject to return; or 

(vi) defects stated in any condition report or 
announced at the time of sale. 

(b) To make a claim under this paragraph you must 
give written details of the defect and return the lot 
to the sale room at which you bought it in the same 
condition as at the time of sale, within 14 days of the 
date of the sale. 

(k) South East Asian Modern and Contemporary 
Art and Chinese Calligraphy and Painting. 

In these categories, the authenticity warranty does 
not apply because current scholarship does not 
permit the making of definitive statements. Christie’s 
does, however, agree to cancel a sale in either of these 
two categories of art where it has been proven the 
lot is a forgery. Christie’s will refund to the original 
buyer the purchase price in accordance with the 
terms of Christie's authenticity warranty, provided 
that the original buyer gives us written notice of the 
claim within twelve (12) months of the date of the 
auction.

Accordingly, all references to the Heading in paragraph 
E2 (b) - (e) above shall be read as references to both 
the Heading and the Subheading. 


F PAYMENT 

1 HOW TO PAY

We will enclose a transport and shipping form 
with each invoice sent to you. You must make all 
transport and shipping arrangements. However, 
we can arrange to pack, transport and ship your 
property if you ask us to and pay the costs of doing 
so. We recommend that you ask us for an estimate, 
especially for any large items or items of high 
value that need professional packing before you 
bid. We may also suggest other handlers, packers, 
transporters or experts if you ask us to do so. For 
more information, please contact Christie’s Post- 
Sale Services Department by phone on +852 2760 
1766 or email to postsaleasia@christies.com. We 
will take reasonable care when we are handling, 
packing, transporting and shipping a lot.

2 EXPORT AND IMPORT 

Any lot sold at auction may be affected by laws 
on exports from the country in which it is sold and 
the import restrictions of other countries. Many 
countries require a declaration of export for property 
leaving the country and/or an import declaration on 
entry of property into the country. Local laws may 
prevent you from importing a lot or may prevent you 
selling a lot in the country you import it into.

(d) US import ban on African elephant ivory 

The USA prohibits the import of ivory from the African 
elephant. Any lot containing elephant ivory or other 
wildlife material that could be easily confused with 
elephant ivory (for example, mammoth ivory, walrus 
ivory, helmeted hornbill ivory) can only be imported 
into the US with results of a rigorous scientific test 
acceptable to Fish & Wildlife, which confirms that 
the material is not African elephant ivory. Where we 
have conducted such rigorous scientific testing on 
a lot prior to sale, we will make this clear in the lot 
description.
